The League of Nations remains an ideal— 
mainly because America has lowered the 


cult as any that faced the first Conference 
in Paris. Italy and Jugo-Slavia still 
scowl at each other, and Germany's direct 
refusal to surrender her war criminals puts 
the whole efficacy of the Peace to a vital 
test. Parliament's plans for the new 
session furnish many proofs that the 
Government's policy. of reconstruction 
makes slow and djsappointing progress, 
There is a heavy programme of domestic 
legislation, much of which consists in 
arrears from last session. ‘The coal crisis 
remains acute, and the Government s new 
Bill, which proposes to prolong the State's 
control of the industry, is likely to bring 
the issne of nationalisation to a head. 
A Land Bill is projected which will give 
security of tenure to English farmers. The 
Government will be asked to fulfil its still 
unredeemed promises in the matters of 
housing and “ profiteering.” ‘There will be 
an early debate on the state of the foreign 
exchanges. Indeed, it is probable that the 
urgent problems of finance will dominate 
the session, for an empty purse prohibits 
even the most necessary reforms. The 
character of the Budget may mark a turn- 
ing point in the country’s histery. Cer- 
tainly it will have an important effect on 
the prospects of the Government. 

The chief measure of the session will be 
the Cabinet's proposals for an Irish settle- 
ment. The Government has decided to 
handicap itself with this adventure at a 
time when the country expects from it two 
things above all others—statesmanship and 
sinceritw Unhappily, it is certain that, in 
introducing its Irish Bill, the Government 
either will not be statesmanlike or will not 
be sincere. There is no escape from this 
dilemma. The basis of the Bill is utterly 
impracticable. Any system of partition, 
however minutely drafted on paper, would 
produce administrative confusion of the 
most appalling character before it had 
been im operation for three months. 
Furthermore, the whole of Ireland, with 
the possible exception of North-East 
Ulster, will refuse to accept partition, and 
it is sheer nonsense to talk of “ enforcing ” 
on any part of the United Kingdom a 
“ settlement ' which it rejects. If, there- 
fore, the Government really intends to 
pass and enforce this Bill, it knows 
nothing at all about this country, and is 
lacking in the very rudiments of states- 
manship. It is committing itself to an 
experiment which is fraught with disaster 
for the peace of Ireland and for the in- 
tegrity of the Empire. On the other hand, 
the Government's plans may be mere 
camouflage for a policy of postponement. 
No doubt, it believes that the Bill will 
pass the Commons without much difficulty. 
The Coalition will support it. We- gather 
from Mr. Asquith that the Independent 
Liberals will support it. The Irish 
benches will be empty, and only the Laboar 
Party (as Messrs. Adamson and Henderson 
have led us to suppose) will be in opposi- 
tion. The Government may intend to pass 
the Bill, indeed, but afterwards to 
its operation for an indefinite period. In 
a word, the entire procedure may be a 
method of evading the inconvenient fact 
that a Home Rule Act is on the Statute 
Book. Such a policy—it seems conceivable 
only because the alternative policy of en- 
forcing the Bill would be so foolish and 
reckless—would be grossly insincere. It 
would give the Government temporary re- 
lief at the expense of a new and prolonged 
embitterment of the relations between 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

It is possible, however, that the pressure 
of other events may interfere with the 
Parliamentary progress of the Irish Bill. 
The Government's position is weaker to- 
day than it was at the end of last session. 
Its breach with the Labour Party has 
been made definite by the resignations of 
Mr. Barnes and Mr. George Roberts. In 
the debate on the Address the Labour 
Party will move an amendment in favour 
of the nationalisation of the mines, and 
that issue, like Aaron's rod, may swallow 
many others. Mr. Asquith seems to be 
making good progress at Paisley. If he is 
elected, he will be a tower of strength to 
the Independent Liberals in the House of 
Commons, and may detach a certain num- 
ber of Liberals from the Coalition, The 
recent by-elections have gone strongly in 
favour of Labour. A few more Labour 
triumphs of this kind might prompt Mr. 
Lloyd George to go to the country at his 
own time and on his own programme, 
rather than abide the gradual dissolution 
of his existing majority. In such circum- 
stances a general election might become a 
possibility of the near future, and the 
Irish Bill, in company with better and 
more necessary legislation, might go by the 
board. We do not suggest that this de-

Control of Shipping. 


The Liverpool Steamship-Owners’ Asso- 
ciation is one of our most important 
mercantile bodies. Its members own more 
than a quarter of the country’s steam 
tonnage and 35 per cent. of the large 
ocean-going vessels which fly the British 
| flag. The Association, therefore, can claim 
te speak with authority on all matters 
pertaining to shipping, and its views must 
carry great weight with the public and 
the Government. In its annual report, « 
summary of which we publish to-day, there 
is a vigorous denunciation of the 
system of State control and a strong 
demand for its withdrawal. The Associa- 
tion alleges that, in consequence of 
the Government's policy, neither the 
nation nor the ship-owners have obtained 
the full benefit which should have-followed 
the strengthening of the mercantile marine. 
There has been a flagrant, and altogether 
unnecessary, waste of sea-carrying power.

i have in many ways a great respect for 
“the street of ink,”’ of which I am myself 
a denizen, but I am not sure that I should 
include the gift of prophecy among its 
most conspicuous characteristics. ‘here 
have been within my recollection a good 
many political crises in which the 
majority of the London newspapers fore- 
casted results that were quite different 
from the actual event. 

In politics, as in other things, nature 
abhors a racuum. It may be perfectly 
true—indeed, it is obvious—that the 
Coalition is going through + rather 
troublous time, but that does not mean that 
it will not be able to pull itself together. 
Even now it has a majority of more than 
200, or (with the Sinn Feeners away) 300, 
over all other parties in the House of 
Commons, and that allows of a good deal 
of veering and hauling. There is no sign 
at present of any alternative Government's 
securing a working majority. Unless, 
therefore, Mr. Lloyd George thinks that 
a dissolution will seat him more firmly in 
power, it is difficult to see why he should 
recommend one. 

The Prime Minister entertained at 
dinner this evening all his colleagues in 
the House of Commons, with the addition 
of Colonel Peel and Mr. Wooleock, the 
mover and seconder of the Address. It is 
a return to a pre-war custom, and another 
mile-stone on the long road of reconstruc- 
tion. Lord Curzon at the same time 
entertained the Peers who are members of 
the Government. 

In Government circles to-day no con-

A rough estimate places the value

If the public got it—if 
it went to reduce the nation’s indebtedness— 
no one would complain. If it went to reduce 
the price of linen yarns or linen goods no one 
would complain, for it is not contended that 
the farmer cannot grow flax at a profit at 
£300 a ton. The profits go to the Belfast 
spinners, who have the farmers tied down to 
the controlled price, while the price they may 
eharge for their yarn and the price the weavers 


may charge for their linen are absolutely un- 
controlled. What ere the results of thie state 


This means, so far as labour is concerned, that 
only half the wages are being paid out to 
Irish working people that might be paid. The 
farmers declare that they will not grow Sax 
unless they are allowed te compete in the open 
market, and the 192) crop threatens to be 
small. In 1914 approximately 50,000 acres in 
Ireland were planted to flax. . In 1916 the 
acreage reached over 150,000. Last year, as 
the result of the control, it fell off by 47,000 
acres.
